OUTBOARD TROUBLE AGAIN 


Nary a day goes by but what this 
writer receives at least one letter 
lamenting the disturbing qualities 
of outboard motors. Invariably the 
writer will wind up with the old 
saw “there oughta be a law!” Few 
people seem to know that the State 
of Michigan has the situation pretty 
well in hand as far as making laws 
may help the matter. There are 
two relevant statutes from which 
_we'll quote in part: “Any person 
who shall operate any motorboat, 
Jaunch or other watercraft the 
motive power of which is an in- 
ternal combustion engine... on 
the inland waters of this state or 
the connecting waters of the Great 
Lakes, carelessly or heedlessly in 
willful or wanton disregard of the 
rights or safety of others . . . shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor.” 
2nd Law Deseribes Speed 
The other statute on the Michigan 
books is a little more explicit: “No 
such motorboat shall be operated 
on any of said waters in a-reckless 
manner or at an excessive rate of 
speed so os to endanger the life 
or property of any person in or on 
“said waters .,. and no person shall 
operate such motorboat in said

waters at a rate of speed greater 
than will permit him to bring it to 
a stop within the assured clear dis- 
tance aheag.” 

Muny lake property holders and 
cottagers apparently feel that their 
lake shduld be patrolled by a con- 
servation oflicer at all times to take 
care of violators. This is obviously 
impossible, with better than 11,000 
lakes in Michigan! 


Steps to Take 


If you feel that you have a Sogical 
complaint against the operator of 
a speedboat here's what to do: Get 
in touch with local police, state 
police or your conservation officer 
giving time, place and name (tf 
possible) of violator. You will prob- 
ably have to sign 2 complaint 
against the party — and it’s a good 
idea to have witnesses. The manu- 
facturers of outhoard motors are 
just as anxious as you.are to curb 
reckless use of this device, without 
which many a fisherman would be 
sorely, and I do mean “sorely,” 
handicapped! 

So don’t hesitate to help keep 
outboard “hotredders” under con- 
trol. Use the laws of your Stfte, 
file a complaint, and keep our In- 
land waters safe for everyone!
